Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Prior to the actual interview, the applicant's representative, Hsia, 
faxed Examiner Quiett a draft copy of the remarks and the amended Claims. During the interview, Hsia focused on the 
prior art rejection (from the previous Final Office Action) regarding independent claim 1. Hsia asked Examiner Quiett to 
clarify how to modify claim 1, so that a switch 122 that couples a reference voltage source to reset line for multiple 
pixels. As stated in the remarks, Fowler does not disclose or suggest such a switch. Hsia also has concerns regarding 
the use of the secondary reference, Merrill. Hsia stated that Merrill does not disclose a reference voltage source that is 
independent of a supply voltage. In response to Hsia's concerns, Examiner Quiett told Hsia that due to the drafted 
amendment to claim 1 new issues have been raised, which requires another search. As a result, answers to Hsia's 
concerns could not be answered at that time. Hsia stated that he would file an RCE and Examiner Quiett has agreed 
to address Hsia's concerns in the next Office Action. 
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
